MR.  CHAIRMAN.  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  fourth  Annual  Report  upon 
matters  affecting  the  public  health  in  the  Borough. 

The  total  population  of  the  Borough  has  dropped  slightly. 

There  has  been  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  live  births. 
This  is  reflected  in  the  lower  Birth-rate  of  16.9  per  1,000  population, 
as  compared  with  18.2  for  1949.  The  Birth-rate  is  decreasing 
generally  in  all  Districts  and  throughout  the  Country.  Some  of  the 
reasons  for  this  decrease  were  given  in  the  Report  for  1949. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  a decrease  in  the  total  number  of 
deaths  during  the  year.  This  is  reflected  in  a drop  in  the  Crude 
Death  Rate  from  12.8  in  1949  to  11.9  in  1950.  The  Rate  for  1950, 
therefore,  compares  favourably  with  the  Rates  for  the  County  and 
the  whole  of  England  and  Wales.  This  is  all  the  more  satisfactory 
when  it  is  seen  that  over  53  per  cent,  of  all  deaths  were  in  persons 
over  the  age  of  seventy  years. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to 
Cancer.  This  increase  is  general  throughout  the  County  as  a whole 
and  is  likely  to  continue  until  special  facilities  are  made  available 
for  early  diagnosis. 

There  has  been  a decrease  in  the  number  of  Infant  deaths. 
The  Infant  mortality  Rate  compares  favourably  with  the  Rate  for 
the  County,  but  is  a few  points  higher  than  the  average  Rate  for 
the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  three  (3)  accidental  deaths  during  the  year,  which 
is  the  same  number  as  for  1949. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases  was  very  low,  as  also 
was  the  mortality  from  this  group  of  diseases.  It  will  be  noted  that 
for  the  third  successive  year  there  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  or 
Poliomyelitis. 

There  was  only  one  fresh  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
notified  in  the  Borough  during  the  year.  This  is  a great  decrease 
upon  the  figure  for  1949.  There  was  also  a drop  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  the  Death-rate  of  0.27 
per  1,000  population  for  this  disease  can  be  considered  very 
satisfactory. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  incidence  and  mortality 
from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
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The  results  of  the  milk  sampling  show  the  improvement  in  the 
standard  of  cleanliness  of  milk  since  the  commencement  of  the 
Scheme.  With  continuance  of  the  Scheme  further  improvement  still 
should  be  attainable. 

In  the  chapter  dealing  with  Food  Control  the  great  amount 
of  work  involved  in  meat  inspection  will  be  noted.  The  employment 
of  the  Borough  Sanitary  Officer  on  this  work  was  a war-time 
emergency  measure,  and  in  fairness  to  this  official  the  situation  needs 
clarifying. 

The  Housing  Programme  has  continued  to  progress  during  the 
year,  although  it  will  be  noted  that  the  total  number  of  houses 
completed  decreased  over  the  figure  for  the  preceding  year. 
In  the  chapter  dealing  with  housing  strong  reasons  are  given  for 
the  continued  advancement  of  the  housing  programme. 

The  continued  assistance  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
directed  by  Dr.  Kwantis,  must  be  acknowledged. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  members  and  officials  of  the 
Council  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year.

Discussion  of  Birth  Statistics. 

There  was  a small  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  births  over 
the  preceding  year.  This  results  in  a lower  Birth  Rate.  The  rate  for 
the  Borough,  however,  still  compares  very  favourably  with  the  rates 
for  the  County,  and  the  country  as  a whole. 

There  has  been  a slight  increase  in  the  Still  Birth  Rate  and 
the  Illegitimate  Birth  Rate,  but  both  these  rates  are  within  average 
limits,  and  give  no  cause  for  concern.

Discussion  of  Mortality  Statistics. 

There  was  a considerable  reduction  in  the  total  number  of 
deaths  over  the  preceding  year.  Following  upon  this  the  Death  Rate 
has  dropped  from  12.8  in  1949  to  11.9  in  1950.  This  Rate  compares 
very  favourably  with  the  County  rate  and  the  rate  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales.  This  is  all  the  more  satisfactory  when  it  is 
seen  that  53  per  cent,  of  all  deaths  were  in  persons  of  seventy  years 
of  age  or  more. 

The  number  of  Cancer  deaths  has  again  risen  over  the  pre- 
ceding year,  giving  a Death  Rate  of  2.3  for  1950,  as  against 
1.78  for  1949.  The  Cancer  Death  Rate  continues  to  rise  in  most 
districts  and  throughout  the  country  as  a whole.  Education  of  the 
public  and  special  facilities  for  early  diagnosis  are  needed  to  stop 
this  upward  trend. 

It  is  pleasing  to  see  a reduction  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate. 
The  Borough  compares  very  favourably  in  this  respect  with  most 
other  districts.  This,  combined  with  nil  Maternal  Mortality,  points 
to  a high  standard  of  care  during  pregnancy,  child-birth,  and  the 
post  natal  period.

1949. 

The  one  case  which  was  notified  occurred  in  the  age-group

The  notification  rate  for  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  0.13  per 
1,000  population.  This  may  be  compared  with  the  rate  of  0.96  for 
1949. 

Two  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  took  place  during 
the  year,  as  compared  with  three  deaths  in  1949.  The  Pulmonary 

Tuberculosis  Death  Rate  has  therefore  dropped  to  0.27  per  1,000 
population,  as  compared  with  0.41  for  1949.

MILK  SUPPLIES. 


Milk  Sampling. 

Sampling  of  consumer  milk  supplies,  for  general  bacteriological 
examination,  was  continued  during  the  year.  Samples  were  sent  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen,  for  testing  and  reports. 
The  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test  was  the  routine  test  applied.

It  will  be  seen  from  this  table  that  there  has  been  a considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  satisfactory  samples,  and  a continuous 
decrease  in  the  number  of  unsatisfactory  samples.  This  appears  to 
be  a justification  for  the  continuance  of  the  sampling  scheme. 


Milk  Distribution. 

Since  the  1st  October,  1949,  the  Council  has  lost  direct  control 
over  the  producer,  and  hence  the  production,  of  milk.  The  Council, 
however,  still  retains  control  over  the  retailer  of  milk  within  its 
district.

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General. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  statutory  action,  during  the  year, 
against  any  Distributor.  Minor  faults  were  rectified  by  intimation 
notices  to  the  persons  concerned. 

Conclusion. 

The  large  amount  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  consumed  in  the 
Borough  is  gratifying.  There  has  also  been  some  increase  in  the 
consumption  of  Pasteurised  milk. 

The  milk  sampling  scheme  has  justified  itself  by  the  results. 
The  loss  of  control  over  the  producer  of  milk  means  that  the  follow- 
up and  necessary  action  of  an  unsatisfactory  sample  is  now  left  in 
the  hands  of  the  Comity  Milk  Production  Officer,  and  the  County 
Milk  Regulations  Officer.  It  will  be  interesting  to  see  the  effect  of 
the  new  procedure  upon  the  sampling  results  over  the  next  two 
years.  The  control  of  milk  appears  to  be  somewhat  confused  at 
present  due  to  the  fact  that  the  County  Council,  the  Borough  Council, 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and  their  appro- 
priate officers,  are  all  involved.

The  purity  of  the  water  supply  is  controlled  by  routine  bacterio- 
logical and  chemical  sampling.  Samples  are  bacteriologically  tested 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen.  Chemical  samples  are 
sent  to  the  Public  Analyst  at  Carmarthen  for  analysis.

It  will  be  noted  that  over  19,000  carcases  required  examination 
during  the  year  : this  is  an  increase  of  3,000  upon  the  previous  year. 
The  volume  of  work  for  the  Borough  Sanitary  Inspector  has,  there- 
fore, greatly  increased.  It  is  impossible  for  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
to  carry  out  this  amount  of  meat  inspection,  and  to  carry  out  the 
numerous  other  sanitary  duties  besides.  In  the  endeavour  to  perform 
all  his  duties  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  working  Saturdays  and 
Sundays,  as  well  as  in  the  evenings  during  the  week-days.  This  is 
not  fair  either  to  the  Inspector  or  the  Council. 
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The  following  improvements  were  stated  as  being  necessary  at 
the  Slaughter  House  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1948  : 

1.  Adequate  separate  storage  for  condemned  meat  and  offal. 

2.  More  frequent  removal  of  Offal  and  Faeces,  etc. 

3.  Provision  of  adequate  ablution  facilities  for  meat  handlers. 

The  first  two  items  have  now  received  attention  and  the 
position  is  satisfactory. 

Ice  Cream  Supplies. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  producers  and  vendors  of 
Ice  Cream  in  the  Borough  :

The  consumption  of  Ice  Cream  continues  to  rise  as  shown  by 
the  increase  in  retailers.  Also  temporary  registration  was  granted 
on  four  occasions  for  the  supply  of  Ice  Cream  at  special  functions. 

The  scheme  for  the  general  "bacteriological  examination,  which 
was  commenced  in  1949,  was  continued  during  the  year.  Samples  are 
sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen,  for  testing  and 
reports.  The  samples  are  graded  into  4 Grades,  according  to  their 
general  bacteriological  content.  The  results  of  sampling  during  the 
year  were  as  follows  :

These  results  are  quite  satisfactory,  and  show  a great  increase 
in  the  standard  of  cleanliness  both  in  the  production  and  retail  of  Ice 
Cream.  The  appropriate  officials  are,  rightly,  insisting  upon  a high 
standard  of  hygiene  as  regards  premises,  plant  and  personnel. 

Mineral  Water  Supplies. 

It  was  decided,  during  the  year,  to  initiate  sampling  of  mineral 
waters  at  production  level.  Some  bottle  rinsings  were  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory,  and  a regular  routine  of  sampling  was  commenced. 
There  are  two  mineral  water  producers  in  the  Borough. 

Handling  and  Distribution  of  Food. 

The  Model  Bye-laws  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  regarding  the 
handling  and  distribution  of  Food  were  adopted  during  the  year.

Clearance  Areas. 

The  Council  should  seriously  consider  the  question  of  slum 
clearance  in  the  Borough.  There  are  several  groups  of  two  or  more 
premises  which  not  only  detract  from  the  appearance  of  the  Borough, 
but  do  not,  and  cannot  be  made  to,  comply  with  modern  housing 
standards.  Demolition,  followed  by  re-building  of  modern  premises, 
or  roads  and  street  improvements,  is  a worthwhile  objective. 

The  Council  is  advised  to  set  aside  a proportion  of  houses  from 
future  housing  estates  to  meet  the  needs  of  slum  clearance.  Also  to 
classify  clearance  areas  in  order  of  priority.  The  following  areas 
are  suggested  as  being  those  in  urgent  need  of  clearance  :

When  it  is  realised  that  there  are  twenty-two  Demolition  Orders 
outstanding,  that  there  are  thirty-nine  families  housed  in  huts  at 
Withybush,  that  there  are  at  least  fifty  urgent  cases  for  re-housing 
and  another  hundred  deserving  cases  for  re-housing  on  the  files,  that 
there  are  many  slum  areas  in  the  Borough,  that  there  are  cases  too 
numerous  to  mention  of  young  married  couples  living  with  in-laws, 
that  many  old  people  are  in  need  of  suitable  accommodation,  that 
people  still  continue  to  get  married,  that  there  is  no  appreciable 
decline  in  the  Birth  Rate,  then  it  must  also  be  realised  that  the 
Housing  Programme  must  continue  for  some  years  to  come,  and 
intensified  if  possible.

General  Nuisances. 

Twenty-four  Intimation  Notices,  and  five  Statutory  Notices,  for 
the  abatement  of  nuisances,  were  issued  during  the  year. 

The  nuisances  consisted  chiefly  of  accummulation  of  waste 
material,  defective  drains  and  keeping  of  domestic  animals. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

A new  covered  refuse  vehicle  was  brought  into  use  during  the 
year.  This  results  in  the  more  hygienic  collection  of  refuse. 
Tri-weekly  collections  are  made,  and  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  on 
the  Salting’s  Banks. 

As  mentioned  in  the  Report  for  1949,  an  alternative  disposals 
site  will  soon  be  required.  Obtaining  such  a site  may  take  a con- 
siderable time,  and  the  matter  should  be  considered  now. 


Disinfection  and  Disinfestation. 

Seven  premises  were  disinfected  following  Infectious  Diseases. 
Two  premises  were  disinfested  for  vermin.  Bedding  was  removed 
to  the  disinfecting  centre  for  treatment.

The  fish  meal  factory  situated  on  the  Haven  Road  was  forced 
to  close  down  following  an  official  inquiry  held  under  the  Town 
and  Country  Planning  Acts.  The  nuisance,  through  smell,  which 
existed  in  this  area  has  therefore  been  abated. 


Sewage  Disposal. 

Estimated  number  of  premises  connected  to  sewers  98  per  cent. 

The  Borough  has  one  major  Sewerage  Scheme,  whereby  sewage 
is  collected  and  disposed  off  into  the  River  Cleddau  as  it  passes 
through  the  Borough.  The  sewage  is  untreated.  This  Sewerage 
Scheme  is  unsatisfactory  for  the  following  reasons  : 

1.  It  is  not  comprehensive,  i.e.  only  sewers  part  of  the  borough. 

2.  Discharge  of  crude  sewage  in  the  centre  of  the  borough  gives 
rise  to  nuisance  and  danger  to  Public  Health. 

3.  The  sewers  are  relatively  old  and  are  not  efficient,  with 
subsequent  nuisance  from  smell,  etc.,  in  various  parts  of 
the  borough. 

A satisfactory  Sewage  Disposal  System  is  fundamental  to  the 
future  development  of  the  borough.
